SO VACANCY. 


Che Circuit Court Has Buled that 
the Present Incumbent of th« 
Clei-k'i Office Holds Over Until the 
First Monday in Next August. 


The last legislature, among it' 


other acts in March, 1888, passed a 
bill providing that In the future the 
terms of the clerks of the . courts in 
Ohio should begin on the first Mon- 
day in August following his election. 
I'rlor to this time the term of this 
office 
began' 
on 
the ninth day 


of February following the election 
of the Clerk: Since the adoption ol 
that law,there has been a diversity of 
opinion as to when the term of the 
Clerk, at present holding ollice.sliould 
tartuinate. 
It was contended by 


some that the term would expire by 
limitation on the flth day of February, 
IS'Ji; that a vacancy would then oc- 
cur, and that an appointment should 
be made for the interim from 
Feb- 


ruary until August. 
Others main- 


tained that-as the constitution pro 
vides that Clerks of the Court should 
hold their office until their successors 
are elected and qualified, and under 
the law of 1803 they .could not qualify 
until August, there would be no 
vacancy, and the present incumbents' 
term would continue until that time. 


The latter view of the 
situation 


uppears to be that taken by the Cir- 
cuit Court of this, tHie oth "Ohio Cir- 
cuit, which recently, while in session 
n. Williams county, held that there 
would be no vacancy, and that the 
present Clerk would" hold over until 
August. 


Under tins ruling Clerk Tolan will 


continue to preside over the business 
of the Clerk's office for six months 
more with the same eminent ability 


lat has characterized his services for 


the six years tbat he has filled that 
mportant 
position.
